I enjoyed so very much our brief visit during the ANA convention last 
week. It's really the first occasion we've had to sit down and just 
chat for awhile. I was most interested in your ideas and viewpoints, 
and you have given me considerable material for thought. 


My sincerest congratulations on receiving the coveted Farran Zerbe 
Memorial Award -- I can think of no one who deserves it more than you. 
For as long as I can remenber, Eric Newman has been a name to be re- 
spected and admired, and we all certainly have delighted in reading the 
products of a well-disciplined approach to numismatics. 


I find myself gravitating further and further away from a professional 
career in numismatics by virtue of Joe Segel's guidelines. In Joe I 
have found a challenge, a new confidence in my ability, and an oppor- 
tunity for pure creativity and exploration. I am by nature a distrust- 
ing person, but I feel that Joe deserves the loyalty I cannot give a 
lesser man. So, Eric, I am going to let him chart my future. 


I do have a basic love for numismatics and research that I guess I will 
never lose. It is a field and a hobby in which I believe quite strong- 
ly, for many different reasons. I will always write -—- something. I 

am still somewhat young and can afford to try out new ideas and methods. 
After all, this is all a part of maturing in any discipline. 


As regards the 1970 ANA convention in ST. Louis, I would like very much 
to give one very good speech in my own home town. By then I will have 
gathered a respectable amount of evidence and illustration about the de- 
velopment of medallic art since antiquity. This is a story that should 
be told over and over again because of its many unusual developments. 
Properly performed, it is the kind of historical epic that an interested 
audience could find fascinating. As always, I will prepare my own color 
slides and plan my campaign like a good field general. As for a title, 
how about "The Epic of the Medallists Art". 
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A second choice for a special title would be an illustrated presenta- 
tion of the development of coinage as coins, not including methods of 
manufacture. A third choice would be ''The Odessey of Numismatics" -- 
again a slide illustrated presentation about numismatics as a hobby and 
a profession, with pictures from all my major past experiences in the 
field. 


Eric, I have developed a method of delivery on the platform which com- 
bines sight, sound and the spoken word ail weaved together into what 
one might call a narrated motion picture. I worked on this approach 
ever since my first speech in Houston in 1965 and it works very well 
for me and comes off quite well for the audience. My own philosophy 
of public speaking leads me to believe that audiences want to be én- 
tertained as well as informed. Putting the two together is an unbeat- 
able combination. 


tI am vain enough to believe any one of these titles would interest an 
ANA Forum audience -- they are timely and carefully planned. I hope I 
am not overbearing in my "volunteering" to speak in the ANA Forum in 

St. Louis. That would climax a brief five-year period of professional 
numismatics. If I am to be lead away from a professional career, I would 
like to slowly fade out with a memorable performance. 


Forgive my long letter but I think you understand my feelings. When 
you are next in Philadelphia, I would consider it a personal privilege 
to visit with you again for lunch, dinner or what-have-you. I appre- 
ciate you encouragement and advice, and hope that you will always be 
willing to share these with me.

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Claire and Ben Abelson, 2707 So. Butler, Los Angeles, Calif. 90064. They have what 
I consider the finest program ever presented at a coin club. It pertains to the 
coin medals of Israel and is presented with slides and sound and even background 
music is included. This has been heard in California only. 

They do not go to A.N.A. conventions, but possibly they would if asked. 

Miguel Munoz, Apartado 897, Mexico 1, D.F. Mexico. I do not know if he has ever 
appeared on the A.N.A. programs, but he is an excellent speaker and does a lot 

of research.

TI had 
planned something longer than twenty minutes, but will condense it to 
that to leave some time for questions, if that is what you want. 


In general, I plan to talk about the coins associated with religion, but 
want to make it very different from the usual "coins of the Bible" approach. 
I can show that many of the coins normally collected in this series are 
quite irrelevant and that there are many others of greater significance 
and much lower cost that can be just as much fun to collect. I will show 
how many aspects of religious history are illustrated by contemporary 
coins and set the stage for a better understanding of the development of 
several different religious beliefs. In this respect I want to separate 
fact from fable, and show, for instance, that the famous "tribute penny" 
of Tiberius is a most unlikely candidate for that title, as it probably 
never circulated in that part of the world.

Just received a letter from my manufacturer. This holder represents the only 

two type sizes available. Actually, I believe that it's only one set, using 

both upper and lower case letters. I don't recall whether they ordered all 

upper case, or part upper and part lower case last year. He also notified me 

that the price of plastic has risen 36%. The price last year was $35. This 

year it will be $40., which is nominal in view of the plastic price rise. He also 
suggests a scored border, as we have on this other holder. I don't & recall 
whebher or not it was put on last years holders. In addition, he suggests some 
minor changes in the text (see enclosure). These normally take about a month 

for delivery, but during the summer we must contend with vacation plans, so it 
might be a good deal longer. He has the size of last years medal, and if you can 
be sure that it will be the exact same Size, we can go ahead as soon as you give 
the word. But, this is dangerous, since we work to tolerances of 1/1000th of an ", 
if the medal is ever so slightly larger, it will not fit the hole, and since the discs 
are pressure fitting, the hole cannot be reamed. It would be best if we could 
have the actual medals to work with, and then they will be shipped already mounted, 
and ready for presentation. Though last years were clear, I think you should give 
some thought to milk white, as I suggested. Please return these holders after 
you've finished with them.

Dear Eric: 


Thank you for your letter of June 17 with which I found enclosed a letter 
of the same date which you addressed to me but which was evidently intended 
for someone else as I am not familiar with its contents. I am returning 
this letter to you herewith. 


Regarding possible arrangements for meeting with you after my arrival in 
St. Louis on Sunday, I cannot give you the exact time of arrival but I 
think I can come close by saying it will be in the early afternoon. iI 
have in mind attending the Canadian meeting in Halifax and from there to 
Washington. My schedule for this is not yet firm. As soon as I arrive 
at a definite schedule I will let you know. XIf it suits your convenience 
and will save you trouble, I will try to arrange it so that I will arrive 
around noon if plane schedules permit. Please do not go to any trouble 
On our account. 


I appreciate your views regarding the issue of medals, coins and paper 
money for the American Revolution Bicentennial celebration in 1976. Your 
thoughts are pretty well in line with those I have recommended to the 
Commission. I am most enthusiastic about getting the 50 cent fractional 
currency issued. I wrote to Director James Conlon of the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing about this idea and asked for his views. I know he 
is opposed to changes in our regular currency but think his objections 
would not apply to the fractional piece, particularly since his Bureau will 
be printing commemorative postage stamps. I realize that to issue paper 
money will require approval by The Treasury and Congress but this will not 
be as difficult as it would be if he had objections. I have communicated 
with such people as Margo Russell and Glenn Smedley about this idea of a 
fractional currency piece and they seem to think it is great and should be 
pursued. 1 attended the OIN convention in Los Angeles last week and had a 
chance to feel out various people on this subject. They were all enthu- 
Silastic about it. With a lot of support we may be able to put it over. 


I also want to advise that I met with the trustees of ANAT in Los Angeles 
and they are all agreed on going ahead with turning ANAT over to ANA but 
are having difficulty in raising the amount of money needed to make up the 
$50,000 they must have before this can be done. As you know they foolishly 
set this as the amount to be raised and failing in this, the donations 
would be returned to the donors. We shall see if the PNG organization is 
able to meet the challenge that we forced on them when we said ANA would 
take over the operation of ANAT. I will keep you advised as to further 
developments.

EDUCATIONAL FORUM 


History 


Although outstanding numismatic scholars frequently delivered educational 
talks before the business meetings at early A.N.A. conventions, there was 
no organized program of speakers until 1946, when Dr. J. Hewitt Judd and 
Mr. Vernon Sheldon were called on to speak at the Davenport, Iowa conven- 
tion. From that first educational program in 1946 to the present the 
Educational Forum has grown steadily in ita importance to the organization, 
Today it is a highlight among the events of A.N.A. conventions, receiving 
extensive coverage in the national numismatic publications. 


Purpose 


The Federal Charter and Constitution of the American Numismatic Association 
states "That the objects of the said corporation shall be to advance the 

knowledge of numismatics along educational, historical, and scientific lines 
in all its various branches. . ." The Numismatist, the Heath Literary Award 
Program and the Educational Forum jointly endeavor to fulfill these objects. 


Moderator of Educational Forum 





The Chairman of the Educational Forum Committee usually acts as moderator. 
in his introduction of each speaker he should state those qualities which 
qualify the speaker to appear on the Forum. Such a statement should not 
require more than two minutes. “ 


oslection of Speakers 


Invitations to prospective speakers may be issued by the A.N.A. President, 
the Educational Forum Chairman, or the Educational Forum Chairman in behalf 
of the President, The A.N.A. President should be asked if he wishes to. 
issue the invitations personally. 


Numismatics is such a broad field that it is impossible to arrange a program 
of speakers whose topics will cover every major area. The basic fields from 
which speakers are selected are: 

1. Glassical numismatics (Greek, Roman, Byzantine, etc.) 

2. Odd and curious media of exchange 

32 United States and Golonial American coinage | 

4.. Modern foreign coinage 

5. Paper money (U.S. and foreign) | 

6. Medals, tokens, and related material (U.S. and foreign) 


In selecting speakers, the Chairman of the Educational Forum may eliminate | 
several fields by examining the topics of the speakers at recent Forums. 
if the Forum of the preceding year had two speakers in the U.S. and colonial 
coinage fleld, for example, the chairman might prefer to. emphasize U.S. paper 
money and two or three other areas. It is important to select speakers whose 
nunismatic interests are dissimilar to avoid a forum too specialized to be of 
general interest. 


Diversity is important not only in the topics, but in the personalities of 
the speakers themselves. Some speakers are humorous; others are dry. Some 
have effervescent personalities at the lectern; others speak in a monotone, 
seldom looking up from their notes. A speaker whose style is very drab 
should not be overlooked: If he has something worthwhile to say his style 
will compliment that of a more effervescent speaker who precedes or follows 
him. The important thing is to have variety of style.

The President, the Executive Secretary, the Editor of The Numismatist, the 
Public Relations Officer of the A.N.A., and the Convention Chairman should 
be kept informed of the Educational Forum Committee's progress during the 


year. 


Scheduling the Educational Forum 


In recent years it has become traditional to hold the Educational Forum at 
eight o'clock on the Thursday evening of an annual A.N.A. convention com- 
mencing On Wednesday. The time should not be changed from Thursday evening 
without the approval of the A.N.A. Executive Secretary. 


Duties of the Chairman of the Educational Forum Committee 


Ae With the concurrence of the A.N.A. President, appoint A.N.A. members of 
his own choice to assist him as needed on his committee. 


B. Confer with the A.N.A. President regarding his policy as to who issues 
written invitations to the numismatic authorities selected to participate 
on the Forum. (See section IV) 


CG. Determine order of speakers as they will appear on the Forun. 


D. Select an alternate speaker who can substitute in the event that one af. 
the selected speakers is unable to participate. 


EK. Learn from speakers what audio-visual aides they will need in their 
presentations, At the same time obtain portrait photographs from the 
speakers, and request biographical information for the press releases. 


F. Submit to the Convention Chairman a complete list of equipment needed 
at the Forun. ; 


G. Arrange for the preparation of presentation plaques for the speakers. 
(None should be prepared for the alternate speaker. If the alternate 
is called upon to speak, the plaque prepared for the absent speaker 
can be presented to the alternate in the presentation ceremony, and 
a new plaque can be given to him after the convention.) The invoice 
for the preparation of the plaques should be submitted to the A.N.A. 
Executive Secretary. (See section X.) 3 


He Prepare one or more press releases on the Educational Forum. The releases 


should be sent by the convention publicity chairman to the Editor of 
The Numismatist and each of the other major national numismatic publica- 
tions in the United States, and, at his discretion, to those in Canada, 
Mexico, or other countries by April 15, with a release date to coincide 
‘with the publication of the story in The Numismatist. Photographs of 
the speakers, with captions attached, should accompany the releases. 
Other photographic material, such as a picture of the Forum of the 
previous year, can add to the impact of the release.

Ke 
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Submit sample copy on the Educational Forum for use in the official 
convention program to the A.N.A. Public Relations Officer. This should 
be submitted at least ten weeks before the convention. 


Prepare name plates with six inch lettering for speakers and moderator. 


About six weeks before the convention, write to each selected speaker 
to ask if the Chairman can assist with last-minute details concerning 
his speech. This letter will act as a reminder to the speakers that 
the convention is but a few weeks away. In the letter, ask if their 
talks will be typed and if they will furnish copies after the Forum for 
publication in The Numismatist. 


After the convention the editor of The Numismatist should inform the 
speakers whether their speeches are to be printed in the official A.N.A. 
publication. If not, the speakers may release them to the other numis— 
matic papers and journals. 


Select an A.N.A. member to operate the audio-visual equipment SB 
by the speakers, checking with the local General Chairman as to any rules 
(union regulations, etc.) in the hotel or in his city. 


Prepare notes, if needed, to use while moderating the Forun. 


Immediately after arriving at the convention hotel, contact the Convention 
Chairman to discuss the physical arrangements for the Forum. These natters 
must be considered: 


i. Will the hotel have the seats properly arranged in theatre form for 
the Forum?

4. Ask the Convention Chairman to arrange for several announcements 
of the Educational Forum to be made during the afternoon and evening 
preceding the Forum. The P.A. system in the bourse and exhibit rooms 
can be used for this purpose. 


Contact the speakers, the alternate, and the projectionist soon after they 
arrive to solve any last-minute problems they may have. Discuss their _ 
talks with them to asqertain that no additional equipment is required.

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P. If it is desired, arrange for a breakfast or luncheon for the speakers on 
the day of the Forum. (A social meeting of the speakers usually relaxes 
them before delivering their talks.) The cost will be borne by the A.N.A. 
Invitations to the breakfast or luncheon should be extended at least two 
months in advance to avoid conflicting engagements. 


Q. About one hour before the Forum is to begin, meet with the projectionist 
to go over the slides to see that the projector is properly set up and 
focused, and to ascertain that he is familiar with the equipment and the. 
order of the audio-visual material. One or more of the speakers may wish 
to be present, too, to explain details of their presentations. 


R. Arrange for the speakers to meet about 20 minutes before the Forum for 
photographs to be taken for The Numismatist and other publications. Some- 
times the photographs have been taken at the conclusion of the Forum: this 
is equally satisfactory except that the speakers are often involved in per- 
sonal questions at that time, and it is therefore difficult to assemble them 
for a photograph. | 


S. After the convention has ended it is appropriate to send a personal note 
of appreciation to each speaker, but the official letter, referring to 
the resolutions of the A.N.A. business meeting, commending the speakers, 
will be sent from the office of the Executive Secretary. 


Format 


The Chairman of the Educational Forum may prepare the format for the Educa~ 
tional Forum in any manner he believes to be in the best interes’ of the - 
convention and the A.N.A. The experience of past Chairmen of Educational 
Forums will provide guidelines for future chairmen, however: hg 


Ae Those planning to attend the Forum should be seated at least fifteen 
minutes before the program is to begin. This should be well publicized 
in advance, 


Be. The Forum should begin on times, 


C. The number of speakers to participate in the Forum should be determined 
by the Chairman after consultation with the A.N.A. President, the A.N.A. 
Executive Secretary and the Convention General Chairman. Experience has 
shown that four speakers are most compatible with the amount of time 
allotted to the program. Only under exceptional circumstances should 
less than three or more than five speakers participate. 


D. The Educational Forum should be planned to run no more than two hours. 
Assuming that it begins at eight o'clock, the following schedule is : 
recommended: 8:00 - Introductory remarks by moderator. (5 min.) 
- $305 = Introduction of first speaker. (2 min.) 
6:07 -.First speaker. (20 min.) 
- $:27 = Introduction of second speaker. (2 min.) 
8:29 = Second speaker. (20 min.) 
8:49 ~ Introduction of third speaker. (2 min.) 
8:51 — Third speaker. (20 min.) _ 
9:11 = Introduction of fourth speaker. (2 min.)

The Question and Answer Session 


It is desirable that those in the audience who have questions to ask the 
speakers be given the opportunity to do so, but it is considered best to 
withhold all discussion until after all speakers have given their talks. 
Two methods of handling the questions have been used in the past: 


1. Questions accepted orally from the floor. 


2. \wuestions written on prepared forms handed 
to a sergeant-at-arms on the floor during 
the talks and delivered to the lectern at 
the conclusion of the last talk. 


The first method is more lively and invites greater audience participation 


but the moderator and speakers may not be able to hear the questions, especially 
if any member of the panel is hard of hearing. Furthermore, it is often dif 
ficult to select people in the back of the hall to give questions. 


The second method, while less exciting to the audience, permits the speakers 
to answer two or more similar questions at the same time. Difficulty in 
hearing is not a problem for the speakers when the questions are handled 

in this manner. Furthermore, people may submit their questions at any time 
by writing them, thereby avoiding the ree of forgetting them before 
the question and answer session. 


Either of these methods may be used, or possibly the moderator would prefer 
to combine the two methods. 


Presentation Plaques 


In February, 1964 the A.N.A. Board of Governors authorized the use of A.N.A. 
funds for the purchase of presentation plaques for Educational Forum speakers. 
The first plaques, prepared for the 1964 Cleveland Educational Forum were made 
of clear lucite. A diagram of the plaque appears in the appendix to the 
Educational Forum section of this guidebook. 


Publicity 


Publicity of the Educational Forum should first appear in The Numismatist 

about three months before the convention. The names of the participants are 
withheld from the press until that time. Prior to the release date the speakers' 
names should be mentioned to no one except those directly concerned with the. - 
Forum. 


See section VII, paragraphs H and I, for information on press releases. 


Promotion of the Forum at the convention should be prepared in advance, 
The Convention Chairman can assist by arranging for the Educational Forum 
to appear in any locally printed convention achedule, and by using the 
public address system to remind the convention-goers to attend the Forum.

MISSOURI STATE FLAG: 


The Forty-seventh General Assembly of Missouri passed the act adopting 
an official state flag for Missouri in 1913. 

The flag is rectangular in shape, and the vertical width is to the horizontal 
length as seven is to twelve. It has one each red, white, and blue horizontal 
stripes of equal width, with the red at the top and the blue at the bottom. 
In the contrasting blue circle, which encloses the Coat of Arms of Missouri, 
are set twenty-four stars, symbolic of the fact that Missouri was the twenty- 
fourth state admitted to the Union.

Gould of Kansas City, Missouri, the organization has attained a membership 
of 696. 

The purpose of the committee is to gather information regarding youth 
activities of coin clubs throughout the United States and eventually interna- 
tionally. Information gleaned will be evaluated and published to stress the 
importance of youth programs and to encourage exchange of information by 
numismatic groups. Toward this end, the committee solicits information 
from all clubs having or planning youth programs and projects and is aspiring 
to a representative from each state. 

The program’s primary objectives are to: Encourage interest in the hobby 
of collecting; create interest in the history of numismatics; provide assistance 
to the young collector; develop a friendly atmosphere among collectors; pro- 
mote exhibiting by young collectors; provide constructive suggestions for 
exhibiting by youth; plan visits to places of numismatic and other interest. 

The increase in donated annual awards which currently number seven, 
indicate a greater awareness of the program and its needs, but committee 
officials point out that support and assistance are needed from many more 
groups to provide needed instruction and experience in all numismatic areas. 

Age requirements are from 11 through 20 years. Additional information

ANA 79TH ANNIVERSARY CONVENTION MEDAL 


By strength of design and completeness of legend, the ANA 79th Anni- 
versary Convention Medal constitutes a significant numismatic tribute to the 
American Numismatic Association, its anniversary convention, and host city 
and designing club, the Missouri Numismatic Society of St. Louis. 

Don Dow of Phoenix, Arizona, nationally recognized sculptor of numerous 
medals including those of the California State Numismatic Association, the 
Token and Medal Society, and official and unofficial Arizona State Medals, 


sculptured the convention badge. 


The obverse highlights the ANA Convention, relating it to the local site 
by inclusion of a statue of the city’s namesake, St. Louis IX of France, Patron 
Saint of King Louis XV, ruling monarch of the city’s principal founder. Pierre 
LaClede, encircled in an impressive design of the nation’s tallest monument,

the unique 630’ stainless steel Gateway Arch, upon which is superimposed the 
official ANA emblem, the Lamp of Knowledge. 

The reverse emphasizes St. Louis’ role in areas of westward expansion, 
exploration, technology, enterprise, industry, and science, and the three major 
nationalities constituting early St. Louis settlers. The centered fleur-de-lis of 
Louis XV acknowledges the city’s French heritage. The adjacent three sets of 
three-each curved lines (2 raised and 1 depressed) represent the confluence 
of the Mississippi and Missouri Rivers at St. Louis. Both elements feature 
predominantly in the official St. Louis flag designed by Theodore Sizer of Yale 
University and adopted by the Board of Aldermen early 1964. 

The multiple of three in the fleur-de-lis and the river lines significantly 
symbolizes the three national groups — Spanish, German, and French — influen- 
tial in establishment and development of the city; the traditional division of 
the city which by natural boundary of the Mississippi to the east, is confined 
to south, north, and west; the three branches of city government; and loyalty 
of the people to city, state, and nation. The surrounding arch-encased indi- 
vidual elements depict St. Louis-related transportation progress and contrast. 

Although most important as carriers of northern-bound freight, steam- 
boats transported many emigrants on the first leg of their westward trek, and 
played a tremendous part in the founding and settling of St. Louis. 

Most westward-bound travellers found the best vehicle to be a canvas- 
covered wagon with wide tires to prevent wheels sinking into the sand. Illinois 
and Missouri oxen most quickly adaptable to trail forage and the least likely 
objects of Indian acquisition, hauled the loads. During the May-to-September 
travel season, lines of these prairie schooners, most of which were assembled 
and supplied at St. Louis, stretched westward from the Missouri on their first 
step of migration west of the Mississippi. 

The railroad engine patterned after one of the city’s first — The Gasconade 
of the mid-1800’s — recognizes the city’s role as site of operation of the first 
railroad train west of the Mississippi, and its establishment and continued 
maintenance as national railroad hub second only to Chicago. 

The monoplane represents the historic first solo non-stop trans-Atlantic 
flight by American-born Charles Lindbergh from Roosevelt Field, New York 
to LeBourget, France, May 20-21, 1927. Lindbergh made the decision to com- 
pete for the $25,000 Raymond B. Orteig flight prize while piloting St. Louis- 
Chicago Air Mail routes, but was unsuccessful in obtaining required financial 
backing until a small group of St. Louis businessmen financed the building of 
his plane, hence named “The Spirit of St. Louis.” 

The capsule recognizes the importance of past and projected NASA roles 
played by St. Louis-located McDonnell Douglas Corporation since inception 
of America’s manned-space program. The company developed the one-man 
Mercury, the two-man Gemini, and the S-IVB third stage of the Saturn V that 
boosts the manned Apollo spacecraft into orbit and on its trajectory to the 
moon. 

The medal was produced by Medallic Art Company of New York in two 
sizes: 2,400 38mm bronze; 700 19mm bronze; and 450 38mm .999 fine silver 
available only in a 3-piece medal set consisting of one each of the bronze, one 
silver, and a swatch of the medal ribbon of red, white, blue, and gold stripes 
representing St. Louis flag colors. The set is encased in plastic gold-inscribed 
to identify the convention and set sequence number which also appears on the 
edge of both large medals. Both bronze and silver medals are multiple-struck 
art of medium relief, finished in antique and oxidized to produce a two-toned 
patina for sculpturing detail emphasis; then lacquered for finish protection.
